o£ Ilia flfscnsc. Every case lliat is re- 
ported ig promptly quarantined. Xo- 
tlces of the presence ot (lie disease 
arc posted on every house In -.vhlcli 
there. Is a patient, and strangers arc 
warned to take precautions 
against 


becoming afUlcted \vitli the malady. 


In the caso of children attending 


tho public school, the appearance oC a 
ease of measles in a family promptly 
results In all'of tho other youngsters 
in the home being ordered to give up 
attendance upon classes. This has re- 
sulted fn a considerable falling oft In 
school attendance in some districts. 


Grown-up people In thn homes liil 


by Iho epidemic are permitted to con- 
tinue at their regular employment In 
most cases. Permission to do this ia 
clvrp tn avoid having thrown upon 
the city the heavy expense of sup- 
porting families In which the bread- 
winners might be torccd Into tempo- 
rary IdlcnCES.. 


In cases where persons living in 


homes In which measles hag made ita 
appearance are employed in establish- 
ments In any way engaged In produc- 
ing or handling food an iron-clad rule 
Is followed of forbidding a continuance 
in such employment while the sickness 
lasts. 


H Is sUled tliat the l»oard of liraUh 


Is finding .1 more noilc&ililr. disposition 
on tho part ct the public to report 
cases ot measles than has commonly 
becn the caso In connection with other 
epidemics 'hat have visited the city. 
Board of health nurses, school nurses, 
representatives of the Red Cross nnd 
parents arc co-operating lo hi Ing 
prompt information of Ihe appearance 
of tho disease lo the board's Attention. 


A favorable feature of the present 


epidemic Is that It is resulting in a 
less number of rlealhn than has l>een 
tho case when the disease has been 
prevalent In the city In previous years. 
The last time that a Me wave of 
measles eases awept over tho city wns 
in 1912. During that year th*rc" W«-T.* 
over 1100 cases of Iho dl.'oasr reported 
to tho board of health.
